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Who Pays For Air Transport? 

"Both governmontal sources and competing trans- 
portatlon services in recent years liavc emphasized lire 
thesis that airlines are not paying the full cost of their 
operation," says Uuslnoss Week. "Specifically, they ac- 
cuse the air companies of receiving what amounts to a 
subsidy through municipally-operated, ta.x-supportcd 
airports and Federal government operation of such safe- 
ty features as emergency landing fields and radio bca> 
con systems. 

"Proponents of this view point out that such sub- 
sidies were necessary and proper when air transportation 
M-as an infant industry. . . , But now, these advocates 
say, the airlines have reached adulthood and should be 
required not only to forego future subsidies, but also 
to contribute a greater share of the nation's tax re- 
venue." * 

This issue is coming to a head in Rochester, 
New Yorit, whose municipal airport must be enlarged 
/due to the advent of 50-passengcr planes. The City 
Manager and the Commerce Commissioner both feel 
that the airlines should shoulder a a fair part of the 
cost. In arguing this, one of the officials obser\'ed that 
the railroads, with which the airlines compete for pas- 
senger business, must not only build and maintain their 
own stations, but pay heavy property taxes on them 
to the city, while the terminal used by the airlines costs 
the city money both for construction and maintenance. 

This problem must be faced by many other com- 
munities whose airport, accommodations arc becoming 
obsolete as bigger planes and more planes throng the 
skies. It is not a mailer of retarding the logical growth 
cf air transport. It is, instead, a matter of properly and 
fairly allocating and sharing the cost of the facilities 
required.

$300,000,000,000 In The Red 

The war has been over more than a year, the 
country* is undergoing a spending boom, employment is 
ol an all-time high, tax revenues are unprecedented for 
neacetimo — and the budget remains unbalanced. There, 
in a nutshell, is the discouraging fiscal picture as it 
e,\Jsts in this nation today. 

We are demonstrating an cxtraordinarj* irrespon- 



sibility so far as our national credit— on which the cred- 
it of every individual and every business must uUlmotc- 
ly depend— is concerned. It Is true that the President 
has ordered some reductions in the Federal establish- 
ment, and that minor cuts have been made. But almost 
nothing has been done in the direction of real economy. 

This is a suicidal policy for a country with a 
3300,000,000,000 public debt. It is a policy Whose con- 
sequences must be more inflation, more dollor de- 
prccintion— and. If it is not checked, ultimate bankrupt- 
cy. Government economy now means infinitely more 
than saving a few million or billion dollars. It means 
the preservation of our institutions and our way of life. 

Cynical politicians regard retrenchment as bad 
business in an election year. The nation, on the other 
hand, should sec retrenchment in its true light— as a 
necessity if every dollar of savings, in life insurance, 
war bonds, or other investments, even the dollar itself, 
is not to become worthless.

Phony At A Lead Dollar 

A short time ago two employes of an organization 
in the state of Washington whose business is to urge 
public ownership of electric utilities, were discharged 
because of "their Socialist party activities.'" Comment- 
ing on that action, the Spokesman-Review of Spokane, 
Washington, said: "Why an organization engaged in pro- 
moting an outright experiment in socialization should 
fire employes for engaging in 'Socialist party activities' 
is not comprehensible. 

"Obviosuly it is not Socialism that they object to, 
but it is having the movement they are promoting called 
by its right name. Even this objection is not. ideological. 
It is strategical. They think that in this case honesty is 
the unwiscst policy. They fear to acknowledge that their 
program is pure Socialism because they know that of- 
fered under its true brand it would meet with much 
greater sales resistance." 

Government ownership of electric utilities is 
Socialism— precisely as government ownership of gro- 
ccr>' stores. Insurance agencies, machinery manufactur- 
ers or any other enterprise would be Socialism. And the 
fact that the proponents of power Socialism camouflage 
themselves with such valnglrious and Inaccurate titles 
as "liberals" shouldn't confuse the public which will 
eventually decide the Issue. As the Spokesman-Review 
intimates, such disguises arc as phony as a lead dollar. 

In older and more honest days, battles of principle 
were fought under the right titles. On the one side we 
had "capitalists" — which means all those who believe in 
the maximum of individual freedom and opportunity 
for all. On the other side we had "socialists"— those 
who believe that goverment should own and operate 
the basic productive resources of the nation. It would 
be a good thing if we turned back the clock, and again 
called things by their proper names.

The time to store vegetables in a 
bushel box burled In the ground la 
before the ground freezes. Line the 
box with newspapers and put In an 
assortment of vegetables. Bury It 
in hole in the garden which is 
a little deeper than the box. Line 
the hole with hay and put a 3-lnch 
covering of marsli hoy over the box. 
Cover with at least 6 Inches of soil. 



Restoring Leather 

Often a slightly worn or faded 
piece of leather can be restored 
to service by a good cleaning and 
a little leather rencwcr — or, in 
the case of suede, a good stiff brush 
and suede dressing. I3ut If the arti- 
cle Is of no use as It is, rip it apart 
and use the leather for a belt, slip- 
per soles or some other needed 
item that will save buying new gar- 
ments. You can cut hard leather 
with a razor blade, and soft leather 
with strong shears. 



Reniovlns Paint Splolchei 

If enamel or paint has been spat- 
tered In lumps or blobs on varnished 
surfaces, such as furniture or floors, 
try scraping It very carefully with 
an old razor blade as for as you 
can without scratching. Then rutf 
very gently with very fine steel wool 
until clean. Then touch ^up the 
dulled spots with very thin wax 
paste. Let dry; and then polish. ,

A simple way to restore the fresh 
fruit flavor to canned orange juice 
or other canned citrus juices is to 
pour the chilled juice back and forth 
from one tumbler to another just 
before serving. This adds air, which 
is naturally present in fresh juice 
but is removed during the vacuum 
canning process. Much of the "dif- 
ferent" taste in properly canned 
juice, especially in orange juice as 
it comes from the can. is actually 
an airless taste which largely dis- 
appears when air is added.

Stowaways Give 
U. S. Headache, 
Strikes Hurt 

1,075 Aliens Catight Coming 

Into United Stales 

Without Papers. 

NEW YORK. — Port authorities 
and shippinR onictals of the United 
Slates, hampered by recurrent ship- 
ping strilics and limited comincr- 
cial snilings, are contondinR with 
'the greatest stowaway problem 
since immigrants first began com- 
ing here. 

W. J. Zucker, aclinq director of 
the Immi)iralion and Naluralizalion 
service olVice in New York, said 
that not even before World War I, 
when the United Stales h.-ui no im- 
migration quoins, was the slow- 
away problem so serious. 
'Free Riders.' 

From July I, 1945, lo August 30 
this year, immigration officers 
caught 1,075 "free riding" aliens 
who had reached the United Slates 
from abroad without papers and 
without cost. 

They came from nearly every 
country in the world, but especial- 
ly from Britain, France, Holy, 
Spain, Cuba and the British West 
Indies, 

Greatest number of illegal en- 
trants came from Lc Havre, 
France. Most of the 189 Spaniards 
and GO Frenchmen apprehended 
during 14 monlhs left from there. 

Next major embarkation point 
was Naples — revealed in the appre- 
hension of 119 Italian stowaways. 
Soulhampion, England, was third 
with 105 stowaways. 

These immigrants-in-hiding have 
ranged from C to 60 years of ago 
with almost 5 per cent of the total 
women. 

Not all the "free riders" are for- 
eigners. 

Many are American citizens who 
have no fear of violating immigra- 
tion laws. Among them are natur- 
alized citizens who were caught in 
Europe when the war started. 
Rlame European I'orts. 

Others are American seamen who 
left their ships in European ports 
and could not find jobs for the voy- 
age home. 

Unsettled conditions in European 
ports are considered. largely respon- 
sible for the stowaway increase. 

Some find it easy to circumvent 
the sketchy guard system. Others 
working as longshoremen just "for- 
get" to go ashore at sailing time. 

Recently, the Queen Mary ar- 
rived from Southampton with 10 
stowaways. Three came In aboard 
the Vulcania— after a trip on which 
the ship had returned to Italy to 
put ashore 13 others discovered 
aboard the first day out. 

Most stowaways are returned to 
the country they came from. But ' 
if they repeat the performance, or 
if shipping companies lodge com- 
plaints against them, they may suf- 
fer penalties of $500 fines, a year 
in prison, or both. 

Of the 1,075 stowaways caught, 
only 13 still ore in the United states. 

These few included flancces of 
American war veterans, some or- 
phan boys adopted as mascots by 
troops overseas and others whose 
well-being and care in America 1* 
assured by responsible citizens, ' 

Others were deported after hear- 
Ings before U. S. departmtnt ol 
tuttict offlcUls, 



Would'Be Jap's Attempt at 

Suicide Fails; Hits G.I. 

FUKUOKA, JAPAN. - A Jap 
who sought to commit suicide by 
attacking two American soldiers; 
was sentenced to five years' im- 
prisonment for assault and Lattery 
and fined 10.000 yon (about S'OO). 

Saito Takahnru, .30, told a pro- 
vost marshal court that he tried 
unsuccessfully to take his life in the 
hills. When he failed, he came 
down and attacked two air force 
corporals, hoping that other G.I.s 
would kill him. 

Both soldiers were treated for 
lacerations and contusions and were 
discharged from the hospital.

LOS AiNGELES. — Blonde M. 
year-old Ma.xine Hugue hasn't been 
able lo see since the age of three, 
but she boyan her college career 
this year with straight "A" grades. 

The blind coed won the annual 
University of Sotilhcrn California 
award given the freshman woman 
with the highest scliolasUc over- 
age. 

"With me, good grades are a ne- 
cessity," she said.
